In the specification: 

At page 4, line 21, after the paragraph ending with "may be left smooth", please 
insert the following: ^ 
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"The native oxide layer that forms naturally on titanium when it is exposed to air 
is actually a combination of different oxides of titanium, including TiO, Ti02, Ti203 and 
Ti304. The concentration of these oxides in the titanium body diminishes with distance 
from the surface of the body.
